Tboro was s timo in the Swedish history 
when that littlo country had won great 
victories and when it was compared to "a 
dwarf in a giant's armor." 

Tbia ia, bowotor-, long gone bye, and 

peace baa reigned undUtiirbed for many 
yonrs. But the old spirit yet remains, tbo 
on during, pationtly-peniovsring eharsrter 

of tbe nation has not changed, though tho 

enemies aro transformed, and no longer 
stand in battle array ; yet ttwmisanever- 

ondtnn conflict in which tnany individuals 
oat of tbo homes aro daily engaged — a 
strugglo against poverty, which docs not 
keep them back from aiming after know- 
ledge, of oven tho most advanced kinds.

was rather harsh, and people thought she 
had a yood deal of vinegar in herself, but 
behind it all we find a sweet, sacrificing 
love.

She took n 
large barrel oE vinegar nnd pub i t on sledge, 
while aha with tho help of bar three Uttls 
boys dragged to tho town, forty-two m3rs 
distant I Sho sold tho vinegar, and bought 
tbo necessary booka for tho three boys. 
Aniuntt tbo place sho collected premises 
from various people to feed tho boys cer- 
tain days. Ono of tho boya rnso tolan 
doctor of philosophy. In the university 
ha could not slmiju afford lights by which 
to study, and could often bo scon studying 
by tho flickering light of thb street lamp.

But How We Turn tn tho Salvation 

and especially to the work in Norbatton. 
That ia tho very North, near to tho Lap- 
landers. The people in those porta are 
quite sopaxato and different from the rest 
of tho Swedish' population. For many 
months thoy an> almost completely cut off 
from cummunication with tbo outside 
world, the snow and the ice m«Wng it im- 
possible to travol by steamer. It takes a 
fortnight to teaob. Stockholm in winter 
time, and then it is oipenaive and tedious, 
nlflighs have to bo used long distances in 



place of trains. Tbe pooplo are scattered 
and full of prejudice, did traditions ex- 
ist, and anything in the way of novelty is 
looked upon with great suspicion. For in- 
stance, tho small black Bibles, used by our 
officers, are supposed to contain heresy, 
having always boon used to large Bibles 
bound in yellow. 

A Famine leaned Last Tear, 
and is not over yet j the crop failed, and 
the extreme cold has increased the diffi- 
culty. Tho food in many places has con- 
sisted of bark bread, and sap from the 
trees boiled thick, And of tieeesait^ our 
officers have had to share in tha privations. 
Tho walking, too, botwoou tho scattered 
villages has made it very trying ; some 
officers having tramped over ISO milea in a 
week. Tho eitirit, however, of our pooplo 
isrui^ljoautiiul; no complaining stall, oat 
a cheerful and joyous accepting of tho 



soldiers, onaiualled in the world, Ifancy, 
We Have Ten Deaf and Dumb SeUters. 
Tho first who camo to our penitent form 

and found tho peace be bad so long sought, 
at onco wrote off to his old companions 

living in different places, asking them to 
came end join Mm, when he would find 
them occupation in. the town. -Sixteen 
came at the call, and ho of course brought 
them to these wonderful Army meetings. 
When I left Sweden teb ottt of the number 
wore soldiers of tho corps. I ahall never 
forget the joy and peaeo beaming Tram 
their fxees, speaking as expressively as 

words could doL On their fingers, and by 

writing, they gave the meet remarkable 
and inspiring testimonies. 

The first of the band was anxious about 
his wife, who, like himself, wan deaf snd 
dumb, and ho went down where ahe was 
sitting, entreating her to give herself to 
God.
